Others were sold low and 
withdrawn from the catalog, but are now re- 
stocked. All remain relatively scarce. All are 
choice and superior. 


Most of these Daylilies bloom earlier or later, 
and longer, than most Daylilies, besides being 
of distinct forms and colors. Descriptions are 
extracts from Journal of the New York Botani- 
cal Garden. 


CATHAY (1949) 3 ft. July-Aug. Petals are scar- 
let vermilion with crimson veinings and dark 
velvety crimson mid-zone. Sepals are slighty 
darker than the petals, even toned to throat. 
Throat is bright gold. Flowers spread 6” and are 
later than most red and most large flowered day- 
lilies. Scapes are well branched, wiry and stréng.
